Arrest Nearly 6,000 


Antiwar Protesters Frustrated in Jam Attempt

Antiwar 
demonstrators fought police in a six-hour 
series of skirmishes on the capital’s streets 
today. Rush-hour traffic was snarled, but 
the arrest of more than 6.000 protesters 
frustrated their efforts to paralyze the na­ 
tion’s government. 


Beginning before dawn and continuing 
until noon, flying squads of policemen fired 
volleys of tear gas and wielded billy clubs 
to disperse crowds of demonstrators. 
Scores were injured. 


At 
noon, 
as 
National 
Guardsmen, 
Marines and Army paratroopers joined 
police in patrolling littered streets, the 
mayor’s office estimated 6,000 persons 
had been arrested. Suburban Virginia 
police said they arrested another 300.

blocked 
num erous 
intersections In the city. But a strong show 
of federal force kept traffic flowing across 
four major Potomac River bridges—a key 
target of the Mayday demonstrators. 
'”rhe city is open. The traffic is flowing. 
The government is functioning,” said Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell at midmorning. 
Mayor Walter Washington agreed, saying 
the demonstrators “ did not succeed.” 
Virtually 
all 
government 
agencies 
reported employe absenteeism was about 
normal— and in some cases below normal. 
At 
headquarters 
of 
the 
Mayday 
Collective, spokeswoman Carol Evans 
said; "W e had an awful lot of opposition 
today. The police pretty much anticipated 
ever^hing, 
but 
it 
was 
still 
fairly 
successful.” Some protesters complained 
of police brutality. 


Many of the employes, however, had to 
drive or walk through billowing clouds of 
tear gas. They joined demonstrators in 
holding handkerchiefs to streaming eyes 
and smarting nostrils, 
Volley after volley of tear gas had been 
fired by riot-equipped police, who also 
wielded billy clubs to disperse crowds of 
demonstrators. 
The 
protesters, 
mostly 
college-age 
youths, tied up traffic in the Georgetown 
and downtown areas by hurling debris— 
and in some cases themselves— into the 
streets. 
Some vehicles were overturned and 
others 
set 
afire. 
Vandalism 
was 
widespread. 
By 9 a.m., about 2,200 Marines and 
Army paratroopers were moved into the 
city from nearby staging areas—some of 


them in helicopters which landed on the 
Washington Monument grounds. Officials 
said they had been requested by Police 
Chief Jerry Wilson, who at midmorning 
radioed his men in the streets: 
“ You are prevailing against great odds. 
You are doing an outstanding job. Keep up 
the good work.” 
With the aid of 2,000 federal troops, 
police kept demonstrators from achieving 
two of their major objectives—blocking 
four major Potomac River bridges and 
marching on the Pentagon. 
But the toll was high for both sides in the 
skirmishes. 
Emergency rooms at city hospitals were 
crowded with injured demonstrators and 
policemen. No count of the number hurt 
was available immediately. 
The arrested demonstrators were herded 
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onto bu.ses and rented vans and taken to a 
makeshift 
compound 
near 
Kennedy 
Stadium. 
The demonstrators were almost all 
young men. However, there 
was a 
considerable sprinkling of young women. 
The Mayday demonstration had been 
billed in advance as a massive show of 
nonviolent civil disobedience, but even 
before dawn It turned into a series ctf hit- 
and-run clashes with riot-equipped police. 
"The police and military are keeping the 
upper hand but they are having their hands 
full," said a city hall sp(Aesman. 
Lining up the four major bridges 
linking Virginia with the capital were an 
estimated 2,000 Marines and Army troops, 
standing almost shoulder to shoulder and 
holding rifles with sheathed bayonets. 
During a normal rush hour, the bridges 
carry 76,000 cars. Traffic on the bridges 
was stopped at times, but generally It was 
about like any other Monday morning flow 
of suburban commuters heading for jobs 
in the city. 
Hundreds of the commuters were caught 
in clouds of tear gas fired by police to 
disperse demonstrators in Georgetown and 
in the area near the Lincoln and Jefferson 
Memorials and the Washington Monument. 
Like the protesters, they held hankerchiefi 
to streaming eyes and stinging noses. 


Rogers Stops in Lebanon 


Some motorists said they were 30 
minutes to 45 minutes late reaching work, 
but others who left home early met no de­ 
lays. A bus driver said he was running an 
hour late on his route from the suburbs. 


With Mideast Peace Hopes 


BEIRU T, Lebanon (AP) — Secretary of 
State William P. Refers brought his 
Middle East peace mission to Lebanon to­ 
day. landing at heavily guarded Beirut 
Airport after a visit to Jordan. 
Steel-helmeted 
troops 
armed 
with 
machine guns ringed the airport and 
guarded all approaches with orders to 
shoot to kill anyone attempting to in­ 
terfere with Rogers’ arrival or movements. 
Armored cars surrounded the runway 
and 
army machine-gunners 
manned 
rooftops as the plane taxied to a stop. 


Shortly before his arrival from Amman, 
Jordan’s capital, thousands of Lebanese 
leftists and Palestinian guerrillas began a 
slogan-shouting protest march in Beirut 
with a rythmic chant of "Go back, 
Rogers."

under 
a 
compromise 
agreement whereby the organizers gave 
assurances they would keep the demonstra­ 
tion peaceful and away from the U.S. 
Embassy and other areas Rogers is 
scheduled to visit. 


In Jordan, Rogers met with King 
Hussein for 2V4 hours, presenting him with 
a letter from President Nixon endorsing 
the secretary’s mission. 
U.S. officials said the atmosphere of the 
discussions was agreeable and that some 
new thoughts on the Mideast situation 
were advanced by both Rogers and the 
king. 
The officials declined to specify the new 
ideas. 
Rogers’ visit to Jordan was highlighted 
by a low-level helicopter flight along the

King Hussein did not accompany Rogers 
on the flight, although the monarch is a 
skilled pilot.

Some protesters from the Al Fatah 
Guerrilla Organization paraded 
peace­ 
fully through Beirut Sunday with posters 
proclaiming "Rogers Go Back" and "Free­ 
dom for Palestine." But U.S. officials did 
not anticipate serious trouble. 


Near George Washington University, 
traffic on Pennsylvania Avenue was halted 
when protesters pushed autos, park ben­ 
ches and trash barrels Into the street. 
Police threw tear gas canisters, and one of­ 
ficer pulled his pistol hut did not fire, 
later a squad of soldiers retreted in quick 
step from a charging crowd of 500 which 
had gathered on the GW campus. 
Five blocks away the White House was 
circled by police and few demonstrators 
were seen.

plush Watergate 
Apartment complex, home of Atty. Gen. 
John Mitchell and other government 
leaders, a dozen men dressed in civilian 
clothes rushed to the aid of a policeman 
who 
had 
been tackled 
by

injured in the clashes.

'Two of eight requests for funds to 
finance a local program to detect children 
with learning disabilities before they enter 
elementary school have been rejected, it 
was reported Monday. 


Dr. T. J. Norris, superintendent of 
schools, said the Danforth Foundation in 
St. Louis and Hallmark Cards, Kansas City, 
had denied the request. 
The Danforth organization indicated it 
funded only projects on the college level, 
while Hallmafk said 
it had 
already 
committed its funds for several years in the 
future. 


According to Dr. Norris, six other 
applications have not been answered yet. 
They include the federal government; the 
Kellogg Foundation, the Ford Foundation, 
the Kennedy Foundation, the Institute for 
Development of Eklucational Activities 
(which 
is 
funded 
by 
the 
Kettering 
Foundation) and the Kansas City Trust 
Foundation. 
Norris said the basic purpose of the 
program, which he is co-sponsoring with 
Roger Garlich, director of the Children’s 


Therapy Center, is to find youngsters with 
learning handicaps. 
The program would include the type of 
educational, emotional and psychological 
screening which is now out of the reach of 
most parents, he said earlier. 
Such a testing system, conducted by 
professionals, would cost an estimated 
$98,000 hut would he free to all families in 
Sedalia School District 200. 
Once detected, children with learning 
handicaps 
would 
he 
channeled 
to 
appropriate classroom situations, it was 
reported. The plan would be run in co­ 
operation with the Therapy Center. 
Dr. Norris said the plan would have to he 
approved by the State Department of 
^ucation under its Title VI program. "W e 
haven’t heard from them yet,” he said. 
"W e’ll have to know fairly soon," he 
said, indicating that the program would 
hopefully be effective before the next 
school year begins. 
Dr. Norris said the necessary funds could 
come from any of the remaining six sources 
which received the requests, or could be 
split up among them. 


The President said he hoped this credit 
expansion would he especially helpful to 
Southwestern farms hard hit by drought. 
Nixon also Injected into the budget for 
the 1971 fiscal year endlr« June 30 $9.6 
million to finance federal and state re­ 
search and experiment stations to attack 
Southern leaf blight on com, and to combat 
cattle ticks, fire ants and gypsy moths that 
menace Eastern timber.

A new "Fraud Alert" system designed by 
the Sedalia Chamber of Commerce will go 
into effect "as soon as merchants sign up 
for 
the 
program,” Chuck Lawrence, 
executive manager of the Chamber, said 
Monday. 
The system is designed to alert city 
merchants when shoplifting, bad checks or 
other illegal activities are detected. 
According to Lawrence, the Holiday Inn 
here will serve as the primary calling 
center. He said the system wouW work in 
the following manner; 
When a shoplifter or bad check artist is 
discovered the merchant involved notifies 
Holiday Inn. It in turn will notify the 
(’hamher of (’ommerce (only during 
business hours), which will then make ten 
calls to other merchants, 
TTifise 
ten 
will 
call 
three 
other 
businessmen each, Lawrence said, and by 
the time the network of calls is completed, 


about 130 merchants should 
have been 
notified. 
According to Lawrence, the entire 
calling sequence may take no longer than 
10 minutes. 
He emphasized that the Fraud Alert 
system should not he misconstrued as a 
detention or arrest system. 
When a shoplifting or had check incident 
is noted, local police would he notified 
immediately, he said. 
Lawrence said that only those merchants 
willing to take an active part in the system 
should volunteer to join it. 
An Invitation to join the network was 
nnalled to businessmen in the city last 
Friday. Lawrence said. 
" I’ve had verbal commitments from 
almost every merchant I've talked to,” 
Lawrence said, He added that the system 
was designed after other in effect in area 
communities.

Earning Ceiling Is 
Expected To Rise

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
A considerable push is under 
way in Cong ress to allow elderly 
Americans to earn more money 
than they are now permitted to 
make without suffering some 
loss of Social Security benefits. 
This aspect (A Social Security 
law, called the "retirement 
test.” is one of the controv ersial 
parts of the sy stem. 
At present, a worker q ualified 
under Social Security may g et 
his full retirement benefits 
starting at ag e 65, prov ided that 
thereafter he does not earn 
more than $1,68 0 a y ear. 
For each $2 a retired worker 
earns between |1 ,680 and $2,8 8 0 
a y ear, $1 will he deducted from 
his full retirement benefits. 
After that, for ev ery dollar he 
earns abov e $2,8 8 0 a y ear, he 
will lose a dollar in benefits. 
There is a strong chance that 
in 1971 or early 1972, Cong ress 
will rev ise this prov ision to 
establish that any q ualified 
worker who is retired and 
drawing 
benefits may earn 
$2,000 a y ear instead of $1,68 0 
before losing some of his 
benefits. 
To fit that chang e. Cong ress 
likely would also chang e the 
second stag e of "retirement 
earning s" to prov ide that the 
person drawing benefits would 
suffer loss of only $1 for ev ery 
$2 earned from the $2,000-a- 
y ear lev el to $3,200 a y ear. Each 
dollar earned abov e that fig ure 
would be matched by a dollar’s 
reduction in benefits. 
The Senate this spring v oted 
to establish $2,400 a y ear as the 
limit for earning s without some 
loss of benefits. The House 
rejected the fig ure as too hig h. 


In 
a 
brand 
new 
report 
rev iewing Social Security and 
Medicare prog rams and their 
future, a 13-member Adv isory 
Council sug g ested 
to HEW 
Secretary 
Elliot 
Richardson 
that 
some 
earning 
limit 
(retirement test) be kept in the 
law. 


Some critics of the retirement 
test arg ue that it should he 
abolished. The adv isory council 
merely would modify it to make 
sure that the more a Social 
Security beneficiary works and 
earns, the more spendable 
income he will hav e. 


The retirement test seems 
destined to be continued. It has 
been estimated that its repeal 
would cost the g ov ernment at 
least 
another 
$2.5 
billion 
annually rig ht now, and more 
later. A lot of pecó le ag e 65 to 
72 would then be drawing full 
retirement benefits while still 
perhaps fully employ ed — and 
in many cases earning as much 
as in their reg ular working 
y ears.
